It  is  the 
DeWitt  County  seat  and  home  of  the  controversial 
courthouse  on  the  square.  Clinton's  main  claims  to 
fame  are  the  Apple  and  Pork  Festival,  that  brings 
thousands  of  participants  and  spectators  each  year; 
the  Clinton  Power  Plant,  which  has  brought  many 
new  members  to  the  community;  and  Jake  the 
Wonderdog,  who  is  the  TV  "star"  and  mascot  of 
Douglas-Oldsmobile-Pontiac-GMC  Inc.

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Inservice  activities,  publications,  administrative 
handouts,  and  faculty  meetings  have  focused  on 
teacher  effectiveness,  curriculum,  and  other  issues 
germane  to  the  recent  reports  on  education  that 
have  generated  an  increase  in  public  interest  and 
awareness.  Efforts  to  establish  an  improvement 


capability  have  been  discussed  and  plans  for  an  ef- 
fective maintenance  and  improvement  program 
have  tentatively  been  established.  Areas  identified 
as  having  an  effect  on  improving  outcomes  in 
student  achievement  have  been  given  specific  at- 
tention in  plans  for  evaluating  current  status  and 
in  formulated  programs  for  fostering  improvement. 

The  addition  of  Mr.  McNary  to  the  administra- 
tive staff  has  effectively  filled  a cavernous  void 
created  by  Mr.  Henry's  departure.  Mr.  McNary  has 
proven  to  be  a real  asset  to  the  total  program.  He  is 
knowledgeable,  compassionate,  capable,  and  highly 
student  oriented. 

The  Mathematics  Department  added  computer 
programming  to  the  curriculum  for  the  1983-84 
year.  Five  sections  were  taught  each  semester.  Bruce 
Nixon  and  Ted  Plunkett  tied  for  first  place  in  the 
annual  MAA  contest.  The  Math  Department  and 
the  D.O.  Class  reviewed  various  micro  computer 
programs  that  would  provide  career  assessments 
and  planning  for  students  on  an  individual  basis.

I "Welcome  to  our  World"  was  selected  by  18 
members  of  the  staff  to  be  the  theme  of  the  1984 

Clintonia. 

We,  the  editors,  were  faced  with  many  new  deci- 
sions as  the  year  progressed.  Because  of  a 
scheduling  conflict  we  were  separated  from  the  rest 
of  the  yearbook  staff.  Mrs.  Wunderlich  was  there- 
fore a coordinator  between  the  two  classes. 

We  tried  to  make  the  Clintonia  unique.  Senior  fa- 
vorites were  taken  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery  with  its 
unusual  background;  we  also  changed  the  order  of 
the  book  by  inserting  a class  between  each  activity 
and  using  gray  background  in  different  areas.  We 
took  great  care  in  carrying  the  theme  throughout 
the  entire  book  including  the  division  pages  and 
closing  One  of  our  main  goals  was  to  promote  uni- 
ty in  the  book  by  creating  spreads,  rather  than 
individual  pages.  We  also  tried  to  get  as  many  stu- 
dents as  possible  into  the  yearbook;  but,  as  usual, 
some  people  were  reluctant  to  be  photographed. 

In  the  fall  of  1983,  we  came  into  the  yearbook 
class  only  hoping  to  be  a small  part  of  the  Clintonia 
staff.  We  were  totally  unaware  as  to  what  a signa- 
ture, a flat,  a colophon,  folio  tags,  bleeding, 
spreads,  die-cuts,  and  silk-screening  really  were. 
But,  before  the  month  was  out,  we  were  selected  as 
co-editors.  Once  we  alccepted  this  responsibility,  we 
really  learned  a great  deal  about  journalism  as  well 
as  how  to  deal  with  all  kinds  of  people.  "Welcome 
to  our  World"  was  an  important  part  of  our  senior 
year,  and  an  experience  we  will  long  remember. 
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
